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SOUTHEND is among 33 local 
authorities across the country that 
will have to make plans to tackle ille¬ 
gal air pollution levels after environ¬ 
mental lawyers ClientEarth won a 
court case against the Government. 

Ministers will now have ensure 
that 33 councils, including 
Southend, draw up urgent plans to 
reduce pollution following a ruling 
made at the High Court last week. 

In its most recent annual Air 
Quality Annual Status Report in 
June 2017, Southend was found to 
have illegal mean levels of nitrogen 
dioxide at four different locations 
in the borough in 2016. 

The highest annual mean concen¬ 


tration of the pollutant was on 
Prince Avenue, at the Bell Junction 
in Westcliff, which reached 49.21 
microgrammes per cubic metre. 
This is above the European Union’s 
legal annual mean limit of 40 mg 
per m3. 

Other locations where the annual 
mean figure for nitrogen dioxide in 
2016 was above legal limits were in 
West Street and Victoria Avenue. 

At the High Court last Wednes¬ 
day, Mr Justice Gamham ruled that 
current plans to reduce nitrogen 
dioxide levels - drawn up by the 
Government last year - were 
unlawful because they did not com¬ 
ply either with a European directive 


or English regulations. 

Justice Gamham ordered minis¬ 
ters to prepare fresh plans and a 
timeline for implementing them by 
October 5. 

He added that ClientEarth could 
challenge new plans without the 
usual court procedures if they were 
not satisfied with new Government 
measures. 

ClientEarth lawyer Anna Heslop 
said: “We are delighted the court 
has ordered the Government to 
urgently take further action to fix 
the dangerous air pollution in our 
towns and cities.” 

Southend Council set up an air 
quality management area in 2016 


that covered the area around The 
Bell Junction. 

Cllr Tony Cox, executive council¬ 
lor for transport, waste and regula¬ 
tory services, said the council had 
employed an air quality expert to 
make an Air Quality Action Plan 
for the area. 

“Taking action to improve air 
quality is crucial in order to 
improve the health of the popula¬ 
tion,” he said. 

“We are analysing the feedback 
from the consultation and will use 
this to develop the plan further and 
present it to the council’s cabinet, 
hopefully in June.

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Short arm of the law 


Chief constable to take no action against deputy following misconduct hearing 


THE DEPUTY Chief Constable 
of Essex Police will face no 
punishment after a misconduct 
panel found he shoved a chief 
superintendent over a desk and 
threw a stress ball at his throat. 

DCC Matthew Home was also 
found to have called a superin¬ 
tendent the C-word. 

Last month Home faced a 
week-long misconduct tri¬ 
bunal, where the three allega¬ 
tions were found to be proven. 

But the panel claimed his 
actions had only amounted to 
misconduct, not gross miscon¬ 
duct, and recommended the 
most lenient possible sanction 
- “management advice”. 

In a statement issued last 
week, Chief Constable Stephen 
Kavanagh announced that he 
was in fact taking no action at all 
against his deputy, because he 
felt that having to undergo a mis¬ 
conduct hearing had been suffi¬ 
cient punishment in itself. 

He described Home’s aggres¬ 
sive outbursts as an “unfortu¬ 
nate series of events” and “three 
isolated incidents”, which only 
added up to 10 minutes out of a

28-year career. 

In a statement issued by the 
Essex Police press office, Home 
claimed his actions had 
stemmed from his “passion” for 
good policing. 

He said: “I wish to wholeheart¬ 
edly and unreservedly apologise 
for any distress caused to my col¬ 
leagues.

“I only want the very best in 
policing and for the people we 
serve, and I will continue in this 
vein. 

“I do not want today to detract 
for one moment from the excel¬ 
lent work done by my brave col¬ 
leagues of Essex Police who, 
day in, day out, put themselves 
in harm’s way to protect the 


public. My motivation has, and 
always will be, to improve 
policing in order to protect our 
communities from harm. 

“This passion is what drives 
me every day.” 

In his own statement, Chief 
Constable Kavanagh said: 
“The independent panel found 
that DCC Horne is a police 
officer with an exceptional 
record of service to the public. 

“However, on three isolated 
occasions between 2015 and 
mid-2016, DCC Home’s con¬ 
duct let himself and his col¬ 
leagues down. 

“As an officer and as a leader, 
DCC Home’s conduct in those 
three incidents was not accept¬ 
able in a workplace that must 
operate - even in times of the 
highest levels of stress and risk 
- on a basis of trust, respect and 
comradeship. 

“He made mistakes, he must 
acknowledge them and he must 
learn from them. 

“But I have no doubt that DCC 
Home and his family have found 
the last year to be punitive in the 
distress it has caused. 


“The role of the sanction panel 
is not to punish for the sake of 
punishment. 

“It is to consider a sanction 
that best serves policing and the 
public’s confidence in it, taking 
into account the likelihood of 
reoccurrence. 

“People who are dishonest, 
predatory or criminal have no 
place in policing. 

“But policing is a very human 
endeavour and I am concerned 
about any system which has no 
tolerance for mistakes, especial¬ 
ly when weighed against a ser¬ 
vice record that has done so 
much to protect so many. 

“My decision, taking into 
account the facts of the case, of 
what the independent panel 
referred to as ‘stale’ incidents, 
DCC Horne’s record of service 
and his behaviour across every¬ 
thing but 10 minutes of his 28 
years of service, is that the hold¬ 
ing of these very public and 
transparent proceedings itself 
has been salutary and, in my 
view, properly satisfies the pub¬ 
lic interest and maintains confi¬ 
dence in the police.” 


‘Final sanction decision should sit with panel, says PFCC

ROGER Hirst, Essex Police, 
Fire and Crime Commissioner 
issued a statement on Monday 
after the sanction hearing of 
DCC Matthew Horne and the 
decision of Chief Constable 
Stephen Kavanagh not to 
impose further punishment. 

Mr Hirst said: “The vast 
majority of Essex Police offi¬ 
cers and staff behave with 
exceptional professionalism. It 
is important that if an issue or 
complaint is raised in relation 
to any police officer, regard¬ 
less of their seniority or rank, 


that those issues are fully 
investigated. 

“Following the finding of 
misconduct by the indepen¬ 
dent panel in the case of DCC 
Matthew Home, I was sur¬ 
prised that their recommenda¬ 
tion for management advice 
was not then followed by the 
chief constable and that he 
imposed a lesser sanction. 

“I have spoken at length with 
the chief constable in order to 
understand the rationale for 
his decision. I have scrutinised 
the independent panel report, 


the legal advice and the chief 
constable’s own decision 
report. I have also discussed 
with him what lessons can be 
leamt for the future. 

“I have satisfied myself that 
due process was followed in 
this case and that all matters 
were dealt with lawfully. 

“However, I believe that in 
such cases, the final sanction 
decision should sit with the 
independent panel and not 
with a chief constable. This 
would more clearly demon¬ 
strate independence. 


“I am therefore pleased that 
the Home Office will shortly 
be consulting on new police 
regulations that will, amongst 
other things, give independent 
panels the power to make deci¬ 
sions on misconduct and also 
to determine sanctions. I 
believe this will be a positive 
development for public confi¬ 
dence in policing. The chief 
constable and I will continue 
to work together to ensure that 
lessons are learnt from this 
case to help deliver improve¬ 
ments moving forward.”

PEACOCKS in Chalkwell 
Park have been re-homed to a 
private estate. 

The birds, which have been 
at the park for a number of 
years, were re-housed last 
weekend to a 24-acre estate. 

Cllr Ann Holland, deputy 
council leader, said residents 
regularly told her that the 
accommodation at the park 
was not big enough for the 
birds. 

She added: “While we have 
had bird experts check the 
premises and confirm that the 
accommodation is ample for 
the birds, I have listened to 
local people’s feelings and 
accepted an offer for them to 
go to a private home where 
they will join other peafowl. 

“While many people will be 
sad to see the peacocks go, we 
can all take comfort that they 
are moving to a bigger home 
where they will have plenty of 
room to spread their wings 
and roam freely.”

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Check on elderly 
as temperatures 
look set to plunge 



THE elderly are being 
warned to wrap up warm as 
the “Beast from the East” 
brings freezing conditions to 
the UK with temperatures 
and conditions set to get pro¬ 
gressively worse throughout 
the week. 

Older people are particu¬ 
larly at risk during cold 
weather, which can cause 
falls, exacerbate existing 
health problems and even 
lead to hypothermia. 

Here is some advice on 
how to help: 

• Go and check on older 
neighbours or relatives to 
make sure they are safe and 
warm, especially at night. 

• Make sure they have 
enough food and supplies so 
they do not need to go out 
when the weather is really 
bad. 

• Ensure they have 
enough prescription medi¬ 
cines. 

• Encourage them to wear 
shoes with a good grip and a 
scarf around their mouth to 


reduce their risk of chest 
infections if they do have to 
go out. 

Older people are more at 
risk because their bodies 
often struggle to adjust to 
the temperature change. 

Cold weather increases the 
risk of a heart attack or 
stroke as well as serious ill¬ 


nesses such as flu or pneu¬ 
monia. 

Caroline Abrahams, direc¬ 
tor of Age UK, said: “The 
cold weather is challenging 
for many older people, par¬ 
ticularly if they are coping 
with ill-health or living in 
housing that costs a lot to 
heat. 


“We would also urge 
everyone to keep a friendly 
eye on older relatives, 
friends and neighbours, 
especially when the weather 
is very bad and it’s difficult 
to get out. 

“Offering to bring in some 
shopping, or just popping in 
for a chat and a cup of tea, 
can be a real help during the 
long winter months.” 

Icy conditions also put the 
elderly at higher risk of suf¬ 
fering a fall or developing 
hypothermia. 

Isobel Sternfeld, of St John 
Ambulance, said: “It’s rare, 
but at this time of year we 
sadly hear about cases of 
hypothermia. 

“This is when the body 
temperature drops below 
35C (95F) and is recognised 
by shivering, with pale, cold, 
dry skin and symptoms such 
as disorientation, apathy or 
irrational behaviour, 

impaired consciousness, 
slow and shallow breathing 
and a weakening pulse.”

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Council tax set 
to rise by 4.49% 

Band D home owner to pay £56.88 more a year 


SOUTHEND councillors 
approved a council tax rise of 
almost four and a half per cent 
as part of the council’s 2018/19 
budget. 

The 4.49 per cent hike was 
agreed at a full council meet¬ 
ing last Thursday. 

One and a half per cent will 
go towards adult social care 
and the other 2.99 per cent will 
be for general use. 

The rise will amount to a 
Band D resident paying £56.88 
more annually. 

Council leader John Lamb 
said: “Our central funding grant 
continues to fall significantly 
and will be minim al by 2020. 

“In the meantime, the num¬ 
bers of people needing our 
help and support continue to 
rise significantly. 


“This means that we have to 
continually make some hard 
choices such as raising council 
tax by 4.49 per cent. 

“I do not want to raise council 
tax, but continual and signifi¬ 
cant central Government cuts 
and the financial situation make 
any other scenario impossible.” 

Also confirmed in the budget 
was an extra £20million for 
projects in the borough up to 
March 2020, as well as £2.7m 
towards The Forum II, an 
expansion to the current build¬ 
ing in Elmer Square. 

Among the investment 
includes £10m towards com¬ 
mercial property, £3.7m on 
highways schemes, £lm set 
aside for fire improvement 
works and £875,000 to convert 
the former Beecroft Art Gallery. 


Cllr Lamb added: “We must 
continue to fund essential things 
like secondary school places, 
invest in plans to look after our 
elderly and vulnerable, carry out 
important flood prevention 
works in the central seafront 
area, carry out fire improvement 
works where necessary and keep 
all our buildings up to the stan¬ 
dard that people rightly expect. 

“Wherever possible these 
projects will bring income into 
the council or they just must be 
done. 

“Despite the austere times this 
gives us an impressive capital 
budget to make a difference to 
important local facilities and 
infrastructure and shows that we 
are open for business and here 
to do the very best for local peo¬ 
ple and businesses.”

“In Southend, the primary source of air pollution is 
road traffic and it is clear that any improvements in 
air quality will only happen if we all make less pol¬ 
luting travel choices, adopt greener transport and 
continue to take measures to prevent queuing traffic. 

“Air quality, therefore, will be an important 
consideration if we look to make improvements to 
The Bell Junction in future.” 

A Government spokeswoman said: “The court 


has asked us to go further in areas with less severe 
air quality problems. 

“We had previously considered that it was suffi¬ 
cient to take a pragmatic, less formal approach to 
such areas. 

“However, in view of the court’s judgement, we 
are happy to take a more formal line with them. 

“We have already delivered significant improve¬ 
ments in air quality since 2010 and we will contin¬ 
ue to implement our £3.5 billion air quality plan.”

UKIP councillors 
create new party

A GROUP of Rochford coun¬ 
cillors have defected from 
UKIP and formed their own 
party. 

District councillors Neil 
Hookway, Tina Hughes, Daniel 
Efde and Nicholas Cooper are 
now part of the Friends of 
Rochford party 

Cllrs Hookway, Hughes and 
Efde represent the Foulness 
and the Wakerings ward, while 
Cllr Cooper is ward councillor 
for Roche North and Rural. 

The group’s leader, Cllr 
Hookway, told the Yellow 
Advertiser they wanted to 
focus on issues such as the 
council’s bid to make a new 
Local Plan. 

UKIP removed leader Henry 
Bolton just over a week ago. 
He was the party’s fourth head 
in two years. 

Cllr Hookway said: “There is 
an element that what is hap¬ 
pening at national level was 
starting to interfere with what 
we were doing at local level. 

“We want to focus on impor¬ 
tant local issues coming up and 
not have national politics inter¬ 
fering in that process.” 

The councillors’ decision to 
leave UKIP comes after all of 
the party’s Thurrock council¬ 
lors defected to create their 
own group - Thurrock 
Independents - in late January. 


Cllr Hookway said they used 
the Thurrock model as “some¬ 
thing to follow” when forming 
Friends of Rochford. 

The breakaway group held a 
public event last Thursday on 
the council’s ‘issues and 
options’ document, an initial 
stage in the preparation of a 


Local Plan. 

Council elections will be 
held in the district on May 3, 
and Cllr Hookway was bullish 
about the new party’s 
prospects. 

He said: “We would like to 
think we will make an impact 
at the local elections.”

College sets up 
buskers’ comer 


SOUTH Essex College 
students will get the chance to 
perform live each week with 
the introduction of a buskers’ 
comer initiative. 

The new scheme will see stu¬ 
dents play for ten-minute slots 
in the reception area at the 
Southend campus, in Luker 
Road. 

A college spokesman said the 
scheme is aimed at its level two 
and three music performance 
students, but all students are 
welcome to perform. 

Michael Webster, college 
music coordinator, told the YA 
that the buskers’ corner perfor¬ 
mance area has been brought in 


to give students experience of 
live performance. 

He said often students start at 
the college with no live perfor¬ 
mance experience. 

Michael said: “I think it does 
start with that very low level of 
just being able to play in a safe 
environment in our reception. 

“It means that you can have 
the public coming in off the 
streets and students coming 
past and gives them the chance 
to try new material, show their 
talents and build a music based 
community.” 

The college hosts three gigs a 
year at venues including 
Chinnery’s in Southend, 


according to Michael, who has 
been at the college for three 
years. He said performing on 
stage is not an easy thing but 
the students seemed to be excit¬ 
ed at the prospect of the initia¬ 
tive. 

Michael added: “Once they 
see it in action, then they will 
start coming in their droves. It 
is pretty much like an open mic 
night.” 

The sessions run from noon 
to 2pm every Tuesday with stu¬ 
dents able to turn up with 
acoustic instruments and play 
in an allocated slot. Students 
can book a slot by emailing 
press@southessex.ac.uk.

Economy is 
at risk under 
a hard Brexit 

KEITH Little (YA Letters, 
February 16) suggests the UK 
should elect for a hard Brexit 
and just leave the EU. 

That sounds great as a 
soundbite but what does it 
mean in practice. 

No doubt he will be scream¬ 
ing “Project Fear” at his copy 
of the YA, but this is what a no 
deal would mean for the UK. 

Currently, the UK has a free 
trade agreement with the EU 
and also 759 bilateral agree¬ 
ments with other countries as 
an EU member on a range of 
issues from trade to flights. 

All will be lost in a no deal 
Brexit. So here’s a taste of 
what it means 

Over half of the food we eat 
is imported and nearly 80 per¬ 
cent of those imports come 
from the EU. 

Imported food will, on aver¬ 
age, be 22 per cent more expen¬ 
sive to cover the WTO tariffs 
imposed, these range from four 
per cent on wine to 40 per cent 
for Irish beef and cheddar 

To fly on routes within the 
EU, an airline must have its 
HQ in a member state (which 
is why easyJet has moved its 
headquarters in Austria). 

UK carriers will also fall out 
of aviation agreements with 
third countries such as the US, 
grounding services unless 
agreements can be struck 
quickly. Lorry drivers will not 
be able to have their UK quali¬ 
fications recognised and will 


need authorisation from the 
EU to work. British seafarers 
will also have the same prob¬ 
lem working in EU waters. 

The financial sector will not 
have passporting rights and 
will need to move to the EU. 
That puts one million jobs and 
£176billion at risk. 

Losing the European 
Medicines Agency, which is 
moving to Amsterdam after 
Brexit will mean the UK will 
need to create its own agency 
to retest those drugs before 
they can go on sale. Leaving 
The European Atomic Energy 
Community will put cancer 
treatments at risk. 

I wonder if a bit of reality 
will make a hard Brexit less 
palatable.

Stop child 
abuse before 
damage done 

IT is tragic that child abuse in 
Essex is on the increase, but 
good news that training and 


support for police officers will 
be enhanced to help deal with it. 

However, at a time when the 
social work profession has 
been named as among the top 
group of jobs for stress 
(Health and Safety Executive 
Report 2017) and local author¬ 
ity budgets are being stretched 
to the limit, including within 
child and family services, this 
aspect is not given sufficient 
recognition/increased funding. 

For every additional new 
referral of potential abuse, 
social care, as the statutory 
authority for child protection, 
has to make staff and 
resources available to protect 
children. This comes at a cost 
both to staff involved and to 
the authority. 

The partnership between 
police and social workers is 
good in Essex, but let’s 
acknowledge the whole picture 
in any coverage. 

Of course by the time the 
police and social services 
become involved the damage 
has often already been done so 
the real challenge is to prevent 
the abuse in the first place, 
putting resources into the 
community by way of schools, 
health, and early intervention 
services. 

Only then might we stem 
this worrying increase.

RED SPARROW (15,140 mins) 

D URING a moving exchange in 
Francis Lawrence’s white-knuckle 
espionage thriller, a sickly mother 
embraces her daughter, who has been 
conscripted into an elite Russian spy pro¬ 
gramme under the auspices of patriotism. 

“Hold something back. Don’t give them 
all of you. That’s how you survive,” tear¬ 
fully whispers the matriarch. 

Jennifer Lawrence gives all of herself - 
physically and emotionally - to the 
demanding title role of this high-stakes 
game of post-cold war cats and mice, 
torn from the pages of Jason Matthews’s 
award-winning novel. 

The Oscar-winner exposes every inch of 
her body in scenes of masterful seduction 
and sickening subjugation, including mul¬ 
tiple sexual assaults and stomach-churn¬ 
ing bouts of torture. 

It’s certainly not a film for the squea¬ 
mish - the camera lingers on the after- 
math of snapped bones and one sadistic 
sequence involving a skin grafting device 
is the stuff of nightmares. 

Lawrence weathers these bone-crunch¬ 
ing blows then shatters her character’s 
soul to smithereens when she thinks no- 
one is looking, in the service of a tightly 
woven narrative, threaded with betrayal 
and daring double-crosses. 




Crucially, it’s predominantly women who 
decide grim fates, employing guile and 
intelligence to outwit men in suits and mil¬ 
itary uniforms who have grown fat and 
complacent on the illusion that they wield 
power. 

Dominika Egorova (Lawrence) is a prima 
ballerina at the Bolshoi Theatre who 
pirouettes to finance the medical care of 
her mother (Joely Richardson). 

The dancer suffers a horrendous injury 
on stage and three months later, as she 
hobbles through recovery, Dominika 
receives an unwelcome visit from her 
uncle Vanya (Matthias Schoenaerts), 
deputy director of the Russian 
Intelligence Service. 

He press-gangs his niece into the top- 
secret Sparrow project, which moulds 
attractive recruits into weaponised assets 
to strike at the heart of Western govern¬ 
ments. 

Before Dominika can complete her 
training, she is despatched to 
Budapest to dupe seasoned CIA oper¬ 
ative Nathaniel Nash (Joel Edgerton), 
the only person who knows the iden¬ 
tity of a mole codenamed Marble 
within the Kremlin. 

Nash is wise to the Russian plan 
and believes he can turn Dominika 
against her motherland. 

Red Sparrow is a muscular and

flight 

engrossing thriller which revels in the tan¬ 
talising disconnect between actions and 
words. 

Plot mechanics are well-oiled thanks to 
Matthews’s source material - the author 
was a clandestine operations officer for 
the CIA. 

Consequently, screenwriter Justin 
Haythe concentrates on visualising 
mind games and daring power plays 
that leave us in the dark about char¬ 
acters’ ulterior motives. 

The film soars on the wings of 
Lawrence’s fearless performance 
and the sterling support of 
Edgerton and Rampling, the latter 
irresistibly chilling as Matron of 
the Sparrow programme, who 
tutors charges in the art of sexual 
warfare. 

“Every human being is a puzzle 
of need. You must become the 
missing piece and they will tell 
you anything,” she purrs. 

Unravelling the mysteries of 
Francis Lawrence’s puzzle pic¬ 
ture is a nail-biting treat.

Origins of a tradition 


W HILE many of us plan to spoil our 
mums on Sunday, March 11, with 
mouthwatering cuisine and special 
gifts, how many of us know the origins 
behind the tradition of showing our mothers 
how much we care? The day many of us refer 
to as Mother's Day, is not Mother's Day at all. 
It is officially Mothering Sunday - tne mid 
Sunday in Lent, three weeks before Easter. 

Mother's Day is an American tradition that 
began in the early 20th century and falls on 
the second Sunday in May. 

Mothering Sunday has, over the years, 
become an occasion for honouring mothers 
and giving them presents, but back in the 
16th century it was a time when people 
returned to their mother church for a service 
to be held on Laetare Sunday and anyone 
who did this was commonly said to nave 
gone "a-mothering". 

In later times, it was a date when domestic 
servants got the day off to visit their mother 
church with their families and their own 
mothers. 

On their way they would pick wild flowers 
to place in their mother church or give to 
their mothers. Eventually, the religious tradi¬ 
tion evolved into the Mothering Sunday sec¬ 
ular tradition of giving gifts to mother. 

As time passed the tradition tended to lapse, 
until Constance Penswick-Smith, daughter of 
a Nottinghamshire vicar, made it her mission 
to reinvigorate the Christian holiday of 
Mothering Sunday. 

In 1914 she was inspired by the efforts of 
American Anna Jarvis, who had campaigned 
to make Mother's Day a recognised holiday. 

Anna's campaign in the USA began in 
1905, the year her mother, Ann Reeves Jarvis, 
a peace activist who cared for wounded sol¬ 



diers on both sides of the Civil War, died. 

She had held a memorial for her mother at 
St Andrew's Methodist Church in West 
Virginia - which now holds the International 
Mother's Day Shrine - and by 1911 all US 
states were observing the holiday. Inspired by 
Anna, Constance published a book entitled 
The Revival of Mothering Sunday, and creat¬ 
ed the Mothering Sunday Movement. 

Thanks mainly to Constance's efforts of 
spending more than 25 years promoting the 
celebration of the festival, Mothering Sunday 
has been widely observed and re-established 
across the Church or England and in wider 
society.

Auctions power ahead while private 
treaties stall, says Auction House 


Research by the UK’s leading auctioneer 
suggests that the auction market is continuing 
to prosper, while estate agent sales are still 
struggling. Auction House - which has a 
branch in Essex - says the latest data from 
the Land Registry indicates that 2017 saw a 
21% decrease in residential sales compared 
to 2016, whilst the group’s own auction figures 
were at record levels. Director, Andrew Stallard 
said: “We had an excellent year in 2017 with 
3,485 lots sold - which is over 1,250 ahead of 
the second largest auctioneer. Also, our entries 
this month are up again year-on-year, with 740 
lots catalogued for February - a total which 
is 5% ahead of the number in 2017.”

Firstly you should be 
entering it into a regional auction room where 
local properties tend to be sold to local buyers 
for more money, rather than one that is out 
of area. Secondly, the marketing and reserve 
price will both need to be right - and you can 
trust Auction House to help with this.” 

Andrew also says that a wide variety of 
properties fall into the category of those most 
suited to auction. He adds: “Our results show 


that any property that would benefit from 
refurbishment, renovation or development 
is right for auction, or where there are issues 
such as a short lease, structural concerns, or 
other factors that make them unmortgageable. 
“We regularly sell commercial lots, mixed 
use, all sorts of land, plus ground rents and 
all manner of other unusual lots. We also sell 
residential investments for landlords who leave 
their tenants in residence when selling - the big 
benefit here is that the seller keeps receiving 
rent until completion and the purchasing 
landlord takes over the tenancy and draws 
income from the day that they complete their 
purchase.

Liverpool on fire as lukewarm Hammers are humbled

Liverpool 4-1 West Ham United 
Brian Jeeves reporting 
from Anfield 

WEST HAM United endured a 
second-half onslaught as 
Liverpool scored three times in the 
second half to record a comfort¬ 
able victory in a one-sided contest. 

Hammers manager, David 
Moyes arrived at Anfield in the 
knowledge that he hadn’t recorded 
a competitive victory as a manag¬ 
er at the Reds’ home. 

Speaking before the match, he 
said: “It’s tough for any club going 
to Liverpool. I’ve never known it 
any different.” 

Patrice Evra was preferred to 
Winston Reid and Declan Rice, 
who were on the bench. 

Liverpool went into the match 
looking to extend an unbeaten home 
league sequence stretching back to 
April 2017 when Palace won by the 
odd goal in three - a run of 15 games. 

Having taken 19 points from 
their previous eight league match¬ 
es, Liverpool had established 
themselves as the division’s in 
form team. 

It was almost an explosive start 
from the Reds - Hammers keeper, 
Adrian, pushing Mo Salah’s low 
attempt onto the foot of an upright. 

Soon after, Adrian was called 
upon again, this time comfortably 


fielding Virgil van Dijk’s header 
from Milner’s pinpoint flag-kick. 

However, despite making the 
better start, Liverpool almost fell 
behind when Marko Arnautovic’s 
audacious chip beat Loris Karius, 
but agonisingly hit the underside 
of the crossbar. 

Buoyed by their initial foray for¬ 
ward, Pablo Zabaleta sent a crisp 
volley across the face of goal as 
the Hammers looked to step up the 
intensity. 

But it was the Reds who continued 
to look the more likely. Adrian 
flicked over Andrew Robertson’s 
troublesome centre, but from the 
third in a series of comers, Emre 
Can nodded home from close range. 

The goal settled the home side, 
who swiftly looked to double their 
advantage. Salah headed over after 
Robertson had picked him out. 

However, once again Amautovic 
almost stunned the Kop, this time 
Karius brilliantly tipped over his 
curling strike which looked des¬ 
tined for the top comer of the net. 

But five minutes after the break 
Liverpool as good as finished the 
contest. Salah coolly rolled the 
ball past Adrian after Alex 
Oxlade-Chamberlain had fash¬ 
ioned an opening. 

West Ham buckled. Adrian saved 


from Sadio Mane, but seconds later 
Roberto Firmino tiptoed around the 
keeper before rolling into an empty 
net for the Reds’ third. 

But West Ham refused to throw 
in the towel. Substitute Michail 
Antonio reduced the arrears, rac¬ 
ing onto Chiekhou Kouyate’s 
through-pass before beating 
Karius with a low angled strike. 

Mane became the third player to 
hit the woodwork as Liverpool 
looked to put icing on an already 
attractively decorated cake. But 
when presented with another oppor¬ 
tunity soon after, the Senegalese 
frontman beat Adrian with noncha¬ 
lant ease for the Reds’ fourth. 

After the game, Moyes could see 
some positives, saying: “I thought 
we played quite well in the first 
half. I thought we showed some 
good moments and were maybe a 
bit unlucky not to go ahead.” 

But the Hammers boss admitted 
that facing a potent Liverpool 
attack had proved to be a huge 
problem for his side, adding: “It’s 
really difficult to deal with them. 
We worked most of the week to try 
and find a way that we could cur¬ 
tail them the best we could. 

“I think there were parts of it 
where we did. Today was the first 
day I think we gave away individ¬ 


ual mistakes that led to goals.” 

Meanwhile, Liverpool boss 
Jurgen Klopp said: “I’m really 
happy with the complete perfor¬ 
mance. All the individual perfor¬ 
mances were really good today. 

“We scored fantastic goals and 
we created a lot more chances - 
and that’s against a David Moyes 
team - really good, organised, in a 
good moment in the league and 
good individual quality. Today I 
have nothing to criticise.” 

West Ham United return to 
Premier League action on 
Saturday, March 3 when they trav¬ 
el to the Liberty Stadium to face 
Swansea City (3pm).

MAURICIO Pochettino insisted 
that his Tottenham Hotspur side 
deserved all three points after Harry 
Kane headed a late winner to see off 
Crystal Palace on Sunday. 

Kane’s 24th Premier League 
goal of the season settled an other¬ 
wise poor encounter, springboard¬ 
ing Spurs back into the top four, 
and Pochettino admitted that the 
number of chances his side passed 
up had him concerned that the 
breakthrough wouldn’t come. 

“We dominated the game and in 
the end, we deserved the victory. It 


was late but we fully deserved it. 

“We had the chances and the per¬ 
formance was good. It wasn’t easy 
to play here against a team that 
was difficult to break down. In the 
end, the three points is the most 
important thing.” 

The Spurs boss heaped praise on 
Kane and his teammates, who he 
thought were rewarded for their 
patience and persistence. “That is 
what is the most important thing 
today - the maturity. The team 
never gives up. There is a belief that 
we can change the game. It’s a good 
quality that we have to keep.” 

Pochettino continued: “All top 
players like Harry can miss 
chances, but what makes this type 


of player top is that in the moment 
they miss a chance, they forget it 
and they try to create another. 

“You can call it confidence, trust, 
belief in yourself, patience. They are 
what make this type of player top.” 

Meanwhile, Palace chief, Roy 
Hodgson, said: “It’s very frustrating. 
I feel really sorry for the players. 

“I thought we worked so hard so 
it’s cruel when you concede so late 
in the game. I’m really sad for the 
players. ”

at Wembley Stadium on Wednesday 
(7.45pm). They return to Premier
